LAW. 


Postmaster General Hitchcock has 


issued instructions for carrying into 
effect the new newspaper and periodi- 
cal law. The law requires that publish- 
ers shall file on the first days of Octo- 
ber of each year both with the post- 
master general and with the local 
postmaster, under penalty of denial 
of the use of the mails, sworn state- 
ment of the names and addresses of 
the owner, publisher, editor, manag- 
ing editor and business manager of 
their newspapers and periodicals. Re- 
ligious, 
fraternal, 
temperance 
and 


scientific publications are excepted. 


For a corporation the names of the^ 


holders of more than one per cent of 
the stocks, bonds or other securities 
must be given and in the case of daily 
newspapers a statement of the average 
paid circulation for the preceding six 
months is required. 


All editorial or other reading matter 


appearing in a newspaper or magazine 
for the publication of which pay is ac- 
cepted or promised, must be marked

University Aiding 


Farmers to Prosper 


To increase the yield per acre of 


every farm In California, that thus 
ttfe farmer's profit may be increased, 
and yet the cost of living be reduced 
for the consumer—this is the object 
of the farmers' institutes which the 
University of California is now ar- 
ranging for the current year. The 
state hay provided $15,000 for this 
year's work of sending out agricul- 
tural experts from the university to 
spread among the citi/.ens of Califor- 
nia knowledge of.methods which will 
make the soil more fruitful, crops 
more valuable, and farm life better. 


In stock-raising and 
dairying 
re- 


gions, for instance, the farmers' in- 
stitute lecturers are promoting the 
planting of alfalfa, timothy, or clover, 
that the number of animals a given 
acreage will support may be increased 
from the small figure wild grasses will 
carry, and the profit be made more 
commensurate with the values of Cali- 
fornir, lands. 


To the dairymen the farmers' insti- 


tute workers preach the use of the 
Babcock milk tester, so that by testing 
the milk from each cow, periodically, 
the owners may find which cows art- 
producing enough butter-fat to make 
a profit, and so be able to get rid of 
the cows which cost more to feed than 
they earn. As a result of such preach- 
ing by the university lecturers, many 
California communities have now or- 
ganized 
neighborhood associations 


which hire men to visit every dairy 
farm in the district and test the milk 
of every cow monthly. Besides help- 
ing the dairymen to keep only cows 
which JUT food producers, this enables 


him to be sure the creameries are 
paying fairly for cream on the basis 
of butter-fat content. 


In the peach-growing districts, the 


men from Berkeley are urging that 
courageous thinning of young fruit 
will make larger profits. The univer- 
sity experts find that many orchard 
owners cannot bring themselves to 
thin their fruit freely, this seeming 
to them wasteful. Yet the university 
men .point out that, in an ordinary 
year, to thin the fruit two-thirds to 
three-quarters will result in a greater 
yield, by weight, and much improved 
quality, 
and 
consequently 
better 


prices. Moreover, the same weight of 
large, fine peaches has been far less 
strain on the vitality of the tree and 
far less tax on the fertility of the soil 
than would have been the same weight 
per tree of small, crowded fruit. 


In grain-growing regions the farm- 


ers' institute lecturers seek to spread 
the use of improved methods in the 
way of deep plowing, sowing with a 
drill and not with a broadcaster, using 
improved seed, etc. Everywhere much 
attention is given to advice as to how 
the soil may be improved, by proper 
cultivation, by the use of the exact 
fertilizer ingredients needed, by plow- 
ing under green-manuring crops to in- 
crease the humus, etc. 


Advice on how to fight injurious in- 


sects is eagerly received by the pub- 
lic. 
To be interested in the question 


of how many legs a red spider wears 
assumed a new value in the minds of 
auditors at farmers' institutes when 
they heard that while this destructive 
pest of almond, walnut, and peach 
trees has six legs, 
sulphuring will 


readily destroy it, but that when the 
spider has developed another pair of 
legs sulphuring has been delayed un- 
duly, and will prove far less effective. 


The practical value of the univer- 


sity's aid to the farmer is well illus- 
trated by the fact that the apple har- 
vest of the Pajaro valley is annually 
about 1200 cars larger than it would 
be if the university agricultural de- 
partment had not discovered how to 
prevent the destniction the codling 
moth was causing. The solving by the 
university of the problem of how to 
prevent the depredations of the peach 
worm is resulting in an annual saving 
of above $150,000 to the Placerville 
region. 


Farm sanitation is another subject 


dealt with at the farmers' institutes— 
the importance of kitchen labor—sav- 
ing devices, of having running water 
piped into farm houses, of screening 
places where food is kept, prepared, 
or eaten; of combating the fly and of 
disposing of human wastes in simple 
septic tanks, etc., below ground and 
protected from flies, so that disease 
shall not be spread. Home gardening, 
poultry work, and domestic science, 
including suggestions as to how to 
make foods most digestible and appe- 
tizing, are also dealt with. It is found 
that the women auditors at farmers' 
intsitutes are as keenly interested as 
the men in technical agricultural mat- 
ters, such as the principles of feeding 
stock, of applying irrigation waters to 
the best advantage, of grafting vines, 
of plant and animal Breeding, etc. 


The program of farmers' institutes 


for the year is now being arranged by 
Prof. Warren T. Clarke, superinten- 
dent of university extension in agri- 
culture. Last year's institutes were at- 
tended by 37,000 persons, in 107 dif- 
ferent places, while 102,624 persons 
visited the agricultural demonstration 
train, which traveled 6,847 miles and 
made 237 stops.

THE 
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Investigate This For Yourself. 


The editor of the Argus has every reason to believe that Los An- 


geles city officials, Los Angeles city newspapers. Los Angeles city 
politicians, Los Angeles city land speculators, and Los Angeles city 
engineers will he sorry that some of the country editors belonging to 
the Southern California Editorial Association took a trip to Jnyo 
county last week. 
Los Angeles had nothing to do with arranging 


the trip. The editor of the Argus is sure th it if that eity had been 
aware the trip was to be made, action would have been taken to 
postpone it indefinitely. 


The excursion of the editors had nothing whatsoever to do with the 


Owens river aqueduct. The editors were the guests of the Chamber 
of Commerce of Bishop, and were, well entertained, an account of 
•which appears on another page. But the editors couldn't help but 
see the aqueduct, and they couldn't help but he interested in its 
progress. The result is that Los Angeles city will surely deplore the 
i'act that. Los Angeles county editors Avere allowed to look upon the 
big water project at a time; prior to the voting for or against city and 
county consolidation and the proposed new county charter. 


Where is the water for which Los Angeles city has paid nearly 


twenty-five millions of dollars? Where is it? 


The Argus editor has been living for eighteen years in a country 


that has been constantly devising ways and means to develop water 
for irrigating purposes and for domestic! use. He doesn't pretend to 
}K? an engineer, nor a water-wizard, nor an expert 071 water develop- 
ment. 
But certain tangible facts are always responsible for any 


person's conviction, and in the minds of editors who stood at the 
headgate of the gigantic project last week, the question came with a 
sickening force—Has some; terrible mistake been made? 


No one denies that the water-sheds of the great range of the .Sierra 


Nevadas an- coverd with ice and snow, and that the country above 
the Owens valley is dotted with lakes, streams and water-courses of 
every kind. The heaviest flow in the Owens river is from June to 
August, because of the melting snow, but in October, now that it is 
cold in the mountains, the Owens river is a trickle—it doesn't any 
more than supply the farmers of the Owens valley with irrigation for 
the lands appurtenant and adjacent to Ihe river. 


Negotiations have been in progress for the purchase of a reservoir 


in what is known as Long Valley, far above the headgates of the 
present aqueduct. Because1 of the fact of these, negotiations, it is an 
admission that the aqueduct, as originally planned, will not supply 
the water it has been claimed it would supply. And this proposed 
site is held by a y>rivate individual who wants a million for it. and 
intimates that if it isn't purchased soon he will want five millions for 
it. lie knows that the aqueduct as now built will not supply Los 
Angeles city with water. 
Los Angeles city in turn knows that he 


"has them over a barrel," and Los Angeles city also knows that, no 
more bonds may be issued for the further building of the aquedtict 
under the present valuation of Los Angeles city—in fact that the first 
great, bond issue was only sold under the express provision that no 
more bonds be issued in the city of Los Angeles during a certain pre- 
scribed time. In order to overcome this condition, the city is desper- 
ately trying to ine.rease its valuation by annexing contiguous territory 
in the county. 


Los Angeles city is offering irrigating water to such communities 


as the San Gabriel valley, in the citrus districts, and the San Fernando 
valley. They propose to build a conduit to the Upper San Gabriel 
valley by which to bring water to such localities as Azusa, Glendora. 
Covina. San Dimas, and other fruit-raising communities. 
Do they 


know that they haven't this water—that in all practical probability 
the water will never be available? Are they merely, offering this 
glittering will-o'-the-wisp to gain a friendliness iu the country dis- 
tricts for county consolidation? Are they desperate for help because 
of the city's indebtedness? Must they have, come what will, the 
assistance of the rich citrus country? Do they believe that water 
will ever be delivered to the citrus grower from the Los Angeles 
aqueduct? 
Ask yourselves these questions. They are sobering, vital 


questions. 


Los Angeles city has developed a number of artesian wells along 


the line of the aqueduct. The largest flows about 115 California 
miner's inches. Why develop artesian wells if the head-waters will 
fill the canal? Why? Is it because the water that flows through 
the canal from the head-gate is so filled with alkali that the .farmers 
of Owens valley will not allow the cattle to drink it? For this is true. 
Can a practical man who is not a chemist tell when water is heavily 
charged with alkali? He can. You know it. The water 
flows 


through twenty miles of black alkali. Is alkali water good for citrus 
groves, providing the citrus rancher ever received it; providing that 
Los Angeles city ever had any idea of delivering it? 


What will be done with the artesian water, which is practically 


free from alkali? Will it be turned into the canal at the very first, 
to be delivered to Los Angeles tax-payers as a sample of the Owens 
river water, so that there will not be a roar of protest go up at the very 
start? And do these taxpayers know that if 20,000 inches of water 
should be delivered, as promised, that this water will cost $1750 an 
inch? Water developers in the Covina valley know whether water 
developed at an initial cost of $1750 an inch is profitable or not. 


Friends, the editor of the Argus does not wish to usurp all the 


wisdom of the world, nor does he want to say the last word on the 
Owens river aqueduct. 
AVhat must be done before any rancher in 


the valley takes any action on the proposed irrigation supply from 
this source, or before he votes for those articles at the November 
polls which will make it possible, for Los Angeles to vote us into the 
aqueduct bond district—before we do any of these things, local engi- 
neers from Covina. Azusa, Glendora, or neighborings towns affected. 
should be sent up there to pass upon the actual physical valuation of 
this great project—whether it will deliver the goods. 
There are 


practical ranchers and irrigators in the Coviua valley who can tell in 
one day's journey along this aqueduct whether it will really be wise 
to entertain a thought of ever getting any of the water iii Covina. 
Investigate this thing. 
You never will get any information from the 


Los Angeles newspap-rs. and you know why. 


A Los Angeles eity official in the presence of th- editor of this paper 


said last week : 


"Why. just think how the city of Los Angeles has been built up on 


the strength of the great advertising it has received through the 
building of the aqueduct. Even if we never get a drop of water from 
this aqueduct, it has already brought us millions in the development 
of the city." 


God help us! 
Shall we build our houses on the sand? 
The Argus 


editor is loath to throw cold water on the Los Angeks aqueduct, but 
it looks as if water must come from somewhere. 


Fellow attorneys say that .lohn M. 


York of Pasadena is one of the sound- 
est, and if necessary to be, the most 
brilliant of the members ot the bar 
in Southern California. 
Tie certain- 


ly is a clean, alert and pleasing man to 
talk to, and his record in legal prac- 
tice is above reproach.

creditably for years. He is a Repub- 
lican, but as the question of electing 
judges is a non-partisan one, he does 
not care to dwell upon politics.

ho is asking for at the hands of the 
people.

With 
its headwaters in Mono county, the- 
Owens river and its numerous trib- 
utaries water the Owens valley, and 
after flowing for 125 miles, empties 
into Owens lake. The valley extends 
along the eastern base of the Sierra 
Nevadas for 120 miles, and is known 
as a land of paradoxical surprises—a 
land of little rain and great fertility.

year, 


the farmers have plenty of water for 
irrigation. 
The streams and rivers 


are most generous from June until 
August or September, which is ex- 
actly the opposite of the rivers of the 
southern part of the state. The reason 
for this is that the Sierras remain cold 
until late in the summer and the suow 
does not melt. Great valleys aud can- 
yons fill up with snow in the winter 
on tlie towering watersheds, and it 
isn't until the warmest weather sets 
in that the rivers begin to bring down 
the snow-water. The valley itself is 
nono feet above sea-level, so that the 
.zreat mountains above it, although the 
liighest in the dominion of the Amer- 
ican flag, do not impress the visitor 
with their real altitudes.

It would be difficult anywhere to 


; surpass the quality of hay grown on 
the alfalfa lands around Bishop, Big 
Pine, Independence and Lone Pine. It 
i.s of such a high grade that the cat- 
tle and horses that feed on it do not 
require oats or any other stimulating 
grains. 


Two or three cuttings are harvested 


yearly, producing from six to eight 
tons to the acre. Owing to the clem- 
ency of the climate, the stacks may 
be left in the fields all through the 
winter, where the cattle and sheep 
are turned out to graze at will, and 
are fed from the stacks when the nec- 
essity requires. 


It might be well to digress here 


to ?.pcn.k of the beauty of Inyo county 
farms. Their houses are 'nearly all 
modern and those that are not are 
kept clean and newly painted. Instead 
of the conventional country rail fences 
barbed wire is strung on good sub- 
stantial posts, and shade trees of dif- 
ferent varieties line the ranch divi- 
sions and roadsides.

Wheat and oats throughout the val- 


ley yi-ild from thirty to forty-five bush- 
els an acre; torn, both Indian and 
Egyptian, from one and a half to two 
tons,

The great altitude and crisp air 


makes the country a wonderful home 
for the apple, and bee culture is also 
becoming a 
remunerative 
venture. 


Apricots, peaches, pears, plums and 
all kinds of berries are grown, and 
with the new transportation facilities 
these produYts will be emptied into 
the California and Xevada cities at 
n, profit. 


SALINE VALLEY. 


One of the most unique industries 


in the world is found in the great 
salt beds of Saline valley. The editor 
of the Argus was one of the first to 
learn the news that a contract has 
been signed with the railroads to car- 
ry this salt to San Pedro for ship- 
ments into the markets. Hitherto the 
salt valley has been difficult to work 
as there was no method of getting the 
salt to market except by teams, but 
now an air line has been constructed 
over the mountains, in the form of 
an endless chain'of buckets on ;i cable 
and this line will empty tlie salt at 
a point where the railroad can load 
and transport it. The salt beds cover 
thousands upon thousands of acres 
in this valley of mystery, extending 
from a depth of from seven to forty 
feet, and It is said by chemists to be 
the purest salt in the world, being 99 
per cont. pure, something which can- 
not be said of other salt deposits yet 
discovered. It does not need refining. 


AND O, THAT SCENERY. 


In this practical world there is not 


much room for glorifying the handr- 
work of nature, but a few feeble 
praises must be voiced regarding the 
marvelous wonder of this country un- 
der the wing of the giant mountains. 
It. has been called the Alps of Amer- 
ica, and many who have visited Swit- 
zerland compare the Swiss Alps to 
the credit of these in Northern Cali- 
fornia. The peaks .are covered with 
crystal snow the year around, anil the 
canyous and valleys 
contain 
many 


small lakes. 
It is a curious fact that 


most people coming to California rave 
about the scenery of the state, but 
regret that this country has none of! 
the scenery such as small bodies of 
writer will lend.

This country 
has as many beautiful lakes and small 
streams as svill be found anywhere in !

The free trade advocates who try- 


to mislead the American farmer do 
not know, apparently, that there is a 
so-called anti-dumping law in Canada 
whereby an American manufacturer 
cannot sell in that country at a lower 
price than at home. 


Official Facts and Figures. 


In adition to this, they are also' 


ignorant to the fact that the United 
States government through its board 
of trade relations in the state de- 
partment, has made a thorough inves- 
tigation which disproves the false as- 
sertion. It issued under date of May 
16, 1910, a document entitled "Com- 
parison of-Prices of Agricultural Im- 
plements in Canada and the United 
States," which shows that Canadian 
farmers pay more for American farm 
machinery than is paid by the Ameri- 
can farmers. Here are the figures: .

Evidence Offered with Proof. 


Evidence to the same effect is given 


by the Gale Manufacturing company 
of Albion, Mich..which was specifical- 
ly charged by the free trade advocates 
with selling goods more cheaply to 
Canadian farmers than to American 
farmers. 


The secretary and general manager 


of the company, tinder date of Aiizrirst 
•SO. 1912, wrote to the Tariff Reform 
club denying the charge and threaten- 
ing to sue for damages unless the as- 
sertion was promptly retracted. The 
llrm also wrote to tlie Rppublican ;:ji- 
tional committee as follows:

For instance, a planter which 
sells in Detroit for $40 costs $•','> in 
Windsor, less than a mile away across 
the Detroit river, and a cultivator 
which sells in Detroit for $30 cannot

PACIFIC PACKING COMPANY ACQUIRES 
Philharmonic 


IRWINDALE HOUSE EOR CIT 


An announcement of interest to the 


fruit growers of Covina is that The 
Pacific Packing Company has acquir- 
ed the Joseph. E. Heath packing house, 
and-will operate it during the coming 
year. The Pacific Packing Company 
is introducing into Covina the cash 
California idea of selling. 


President .T. W. Sutphen was in Co- 


vina this week, making arrangements, 
accompanied by the manager who will 
have charge of the Covina business, 
Mr. Dawson, and he will make his 
home in Covina this winter. The Pa- 
cific Packing Company is allied with 
other independent companies, repre- 
senting large packing houses in every 
citrus district. The Riverside Enter- 
prise printed the following explana- 
tion of what is to be done by this new 
organization: 


"Colton is to be made the base of 


operations 4of an auction company 
•which expects in time to handle pos- 
sibly 40 per cent, of the citrus out- 
put of Southern California, accord- 
ing to Fred H. Speich, who returned 
last night from a meeting of the direc- 
tors of the proposed company and the 
general freight agents of three trans- 
continental railways. 


"Trackage facilities are to be built 


and platforms and sheds sufficient to 
accommodate all the buyers and brok- 
ers of the orange market ranged along- 
side. The company, which is to be in- 
corporated 
with 
a capitalization of 


$100,000, will have its general offices 
there. 


"Speich, A. Gregory of Redlands, 


and Edward Peycke of Los Angeles, 
are the members of a committee of 
packers and growers appointed last 
spring to look into the auction f. o. b. 
California proposition, and they will 
probably be the leading officials in 
the corporation. 


"Colton was choson for the general 


office because of its railway facilities. 
A branch office will be established for 
the Santa Pe at San Bernardino. 


"Trackage facilities at Colton jvere 


consodered yesterday. 
In a matter 


of such far-reaching consequences, ac- 
cording to Mr. Speich, the general 
Agents usually report to the highest 
officials of the roads before making 
definite arrangements. Another point 
was the preservation of the through 
rate privileges. 
The railway officials 


seem disposed to grant every conces- 
sion asked. 


"The auction is conducted upon a 


platform beside the tracks. Sample 
boxes are placed beside the cars for 
the buyers to examine. The only other 
auctions on the coast have single box- 
es sent to the offices, where they are 
examined. 


Mr. Speich says that he expects to 


get the cooperation of the exchange 
and the citrus organizations, as well 
as most of the growers. 
He would 


not destroy the association, which he 
thinks would come to the cash system 
soon anyway. 


"The payment of cash at the rail- 


way station, he thinks, will be the 
"salvation 
of the 
industry 
in the 


state."IIe says the old system was 
good under past conditions, but that 
a change is absolutely necessary. Pay- 
ment under the proposed system will 
be accepted by drafts. Freight commis- 
sions would be reduced five per cent. 
Even at a cent a pound, he says, the 
growers can make 
money, 
but he 


thinks better prices will prevail. An- 
other reason for success, he says, will 
be the elimination of the shipment of 
inferior grades, which heretofore have 
glutted the eastern markets. As to the 
storage of fruit he holds the theory 
that the "tree is the only storehouse."
